THE ELECTRIC LIGHT QUESTION. 


Trie Decatur Gas Committee Visits Dan- 


ville and Praises Electricity. 


Royal Entertainment—Impressions of 


the Visitors. 


Ihe Deoatnr city council has been 


oalledupon to consider a proposition made 
by the Jenney Electric Light Company 
to illuminate the city by electricity, at a 
cost of from $3,500 for 25 low lights, to 
8(5,500 for a tower and low light illu- 
mination. The proposition has been dm--' 
cussed for some weeks with more or less 
freedom. In order to post themselves 
thoroughly as to the advantages of eleo- 
trioity over gas for street illumination, 
the gas committee yesterday noon loft for 
Danville to inspect the plant at that city. 
The committee 
was Aldormnn Oakes, 


chairman, Alderman Starr, Alderman Qo- 
gerty, Aldormnn Wayne and Alderman 
Muzzy. By invitation, Alderman Mo- 
Clellnn accompanied the committee. 


THE EHOEl'TION. 


On arriving at Danville, the Decntnr 


aldermen received a royal reception. 
They were met by Acting MajorTinoher. 
Thomas B. Shoall, editor of the Leader, 
city clerk and aldermen, and b> members 
of the electric light company, who had n 
string of Uve elegant carnages nt the 
depot platform for tho free uso of the vis- 
itors. They were shown about the beau- 
tiful city, given a ride on n steamer nt 
Lllsworth Park, and taken to tho electric 
light plant of 8 dynamos, near tho centre 
of the city; and were also shown tho fire 
department and tho water works. 


At six o'clock thtvdelegation was ban- 


quetted at the Arlington Hotel, and 
after dark they visited all parts of 
tho citj in carriages, to see how well the 
streets were lighted by electricity. The 


a-iiLiOAN n porter has interviewed 


members of the visiting committee, nnd 
all spoak in the highest proiso of thoir 
hospitable entertainment by tho Danville 
reprem'utativeB, and all fire convinced 
that electric light is just whnt Decntnr 
wants for her streets. 


Alderman Oakes, chairman of tho 


gut, romtnitteo, is u strong advocate 
of electricity fur the streets, and was 
more than ploased with the vitit. 
He will probably present an argn 
input in favor of olectnc light for 
the streets at the meeting of tho 
council, and give his reasons in full. 


Aid. Wayne, who has been in favor of 


adopting electricity for some years, said 
"We hud a grand good time, and I was 
convinced bejoud a doubt that electricity 
is a success for the streots. They have 
BIX tower lights at Danville, and each 
tower has livo lamps, also 13 drop or low 
lights tlmt nro placed ns nearly as possi- 
ble fit the intersection of cross streets 
This illumination costs Danville 85,700 
n )onr, lights burning all eight when 
necetsnry, nud the company taking charge 
entirely of the illumination. The city 
uses no gas at all for the streets, nud con- 
sumers pay but 81 W) per 1,000 feet. I 
was quite favorably impressed with the 
eltect of tho mellow, moou-Jike light. At 
a distance of a half mile from the towers 
I could etisilv cote the time on my watch. 
It is a peculiar light, nnd ie far-reaching 
in apparent dark and remote places. You 
can pee the sidewalks and count the fence 
posts m the darkest places. It 19 a good 
eileot that no gas can possibly produce. 
All the people are pleased with the light, 
I saw a number of out-siders during the 
visit and asked them if they had the 
power to annul the oontrcot with the 
electric company and do away with the 
light on the streets—would they do so. 
All said no, and if an attempt was made 
to abolish the light, there would be a big 
howl all over town." Mr. Wayne thought 
that Deontur should adopt electric light, 
hut ho believed the towers us well as Ion 
lights should go up. 


Alderman Starr was very favorably im- 


preseod with the system of lighting the 
streets of Danville by electricity, and 
gave many interesting points in connec- 
tion with the visit, bearing on the hospi- 
tality of the Danvilhans, their beautiful 
city aud streets, and the general pretty 
appearance of the town. Ho Hunks olec- 
tncity at Danville is a success beyond n 
doubt, furnishing the bost illumination 
for the number of lamps used at an eco- 
nomical price. Ho has long been in favor 
of electricity for the streets of Dccntur, 
aiid \ull no doubt give the proposition 
hm vote nud support. 


Aid. Mii77y speaks in high terms of the 


Danville pjstt'm of lighting the streets 
bj electricity. "It is a good thing. The 
six towers are very ornamental and look 
very graceful cloeo at hand nnd at n dis- 
tanco. We took a circuit of tho c tv and 
passed along most of tho beautiful etrt etp, 
passing tho handsome dwellings of (leu 
Black, Hoi). .T. O. Oancon and his brother. 
At a distance of four blocks from nny 
electric lamp Aid. MoOlellan nnd I easily 
took the time (10 10 p. m) from our 
watches. In the darkest places where 
hnv lights are placed, the cllt'ot was such 
ns given by a strong moon, nud the illu- 
mination waa good. The citi/ens gener- 
ally are well pleased with the light, which 
costs $5,700 annually, though of course 
the gas company people don't like it. A 
prominent ntouk holder of the gas com- 
pnny told mi> that tho introduction of 
electricity hud not decreased their reve- 
nue, except that which they formerly got 
for lighting the streets. Tho gas con- 
sumers pay C1.50 n thousand. I think 
with the samo number of electric Inmpn 
that Danville uses, Ooofttur oonld be 
nicely and most satisfactorily illnminatod 
but I don't think we would need ns many 
lumps, though we ought to havo the six 
towers by nil meunH 
Tho cost should 


not etcoed 81,000, though it might rench 
tf"),(XK1 The died would be much better 
than the expenditure of tho samo amount 
of money for gns " 


Aid Gogarty was highly pleased with 


the visit and the princely entertainment 
at Danville of 
the 
committee. 
He 


taonght that electric light for the streets 
is just whnt Deoatnr need4, but that the 
seme effect could not bo produced here 
without the expenditure annually of £6,- 
000. 8tid he. "I am in favor of electric- 
ity, and will encourage the proposition to 
introduce the system here."

towers are placed in different parts of tho 
city. The tallest tower is 135 feet high. 
It is placed on the square. The other 
towers, each 110 feet high, are erected on 
the outskirts of the city, and the light 
from the five lamps on each blend nicely 
with the low lights. The illumination is 
excellent in every quarter, and the time 
could be seen on watches four to five 
blocks from the towers. The Alderman 
thinks Danville is splendidly lighter}, and 


that snob sn illumination in Deoatnr 
would give complete satisfaction. 


Aid, Wayne found time to visit the fire 


department, and was given an exhibition 
of the agility of the firemen. The city 
has two Silsbee engines that cost $8,500 
and a hook and ladder company that are 
practically worthless. 
They are now 


using a hose wagon with horses. The 
men hitched up for Chief Wayne nnd 
made a poor exhibition of time as com- 
pared with the lightning work of the 
Decatur boye. The Danville fire depart 
ment is away behind the times, nnd not 
nearly as elective as Decatur's. 


Aid. Muzzy made a close inspection of 


the-water works system, which he found 
in good shape. They have n etnnd-pipe 
200 feet high, t feot in iliametor, which 
greatly reduces the running expenses of 
the works and gives a steady and strong 
pressure. Aid. Muzzy states tunt Deca- 
tur's greatest need to perfect our works 
is a stand-pipo.

A Put Up Job. 


The replevin suit of Mr. Myers against 


E. B. Pratt, for the recovery of a horse 
that the latter bought for $100 of a party 
named Guy, an alleged thief, was con- 
cluded before Justice Curtis lost evening. 
It appeared from the evidence that Mr. 
Myers had knowledge of the sale, and 
the testimony bore out the theory ad- 
vanced by Mr. Pratt, that the sale was a 
put up job between Myers and Gay to 
beat him out of 8100. The burden of 
the testimony was very pointed in that 
direction. 
The Justice very properly 


gave his decision in favor of Mr. Pratt, 
and ordered that the horse be turned over 
to him. Mr. Myers took an appeal to 
the circuit court and furnished an accept- 
able bond. Tho horse is now at the My- 
ers farm, in Logan county, whore it will 
remain until the case is decided in the 
ircuit court. The costs now foot up 
nearly 835. Mr. Myers may be an inno- 
cent party to tho transaction, and he may 
javo placed too much confidence in Guy, 
whom he knew to bo a thief, an ex-oou- 
vict. but the testimony was such as to 
show his own conduct to be rather queer, 
to sfiy tho least of it.

Immediately on gaining his 


liberty Hermann sought tho German 
Consul at Newcastle, nnd narrated the 
story of hi.s wrongs. 
Ho beggeif the 


Consul to assist, him to return to his 
wifo and home at New Orleans without 
delay; but the Consul refused, saying 
that, us Hermann had no naturalization 
papers or anything in the way of a legal 
claim on the United States, ho was .still 
a German citi/.en. 
Then the Consul 


sent for the Captain of tho vessel and 
compelled him to deliver Hermann to 
the German authorities. On his arrival 
at lierlin he \vns pressed into the armv 
and bound over to a four years' term 
of military service. 
He underwent the 


drudgery and severe discipline to which 
u n w i l l i n g recruits are subjected in the 
German army for a spaco of nearly 
thrcu years, when, seeing a chance to 
escape from the country, ho deserted. 
All this time ho had been constantly 
looking forward with an all-abiding 
faitu and bopo to a reunion with his 
bride. 
He reached New Orleans ex- 


actly four years after hi.s first arrival in 
that" city. 
He then learned that his 


wife, thinking he was dead, had 
mar- 


ried again aud had left tho city, uo one 
knew whither.

search for her.

wandered over tho greater part of the 
Southern States, following many ciews 
which turned out to be false, until at 
last he received a letter from herself.

GENERAL GRANT. 


How He Came to bo Appointed to the West 


I'olnt Military School. 


Following is an acconnt of young 


Grant's appointment to West Point: 


"Mv father received a letter from the 


Hon. Thomas Morris, the United States 
Senator from Ohio. 
When he road it 


he said to me: 'Ulysses, 1 believe, you 
are going to receive the appointment' 


"'What appointment?' I inquired. 
" 'To West Point. I havo applied 


for it.' 


"But I won't go,' I said. 
He said he 


thought I would, and I thought so too, 
if bo did. I really had no objection to 
going to West Point, except that I had 
a very exalted idea of the requirement: 
necessary lo get through. I did not be- 
5ieve I possessed them, and could nol 
bear the idea of failing. There had 
been four boys from our village, or it; 
immediate 
neighborhood, who had 


graduated, and never a failure of any 
one appointed from Georgetown, ex- 
cept in tho case of one whose place I 
was to take 
He was a son of Dr. 


Bailey, our nearest and most intimate 
neighbor. Young Bailey had 
heen 


appointed in 1H37. Finding before tb« 
January examination following thai 
ho could not pass, ho resigned and 
went to private school and remained 
there until the following year, when 
he was rcappointed. But before the 
next examination he was dismissed. 
Dr. Bailey was a proud and sensitive 
man, 
and felt the failure of his .son so 


keenly that he forbade his return home. 
During my first year's encampment 
General Scott visited West Point and 
reviewed the cadets. 
With his com- 


manding 
figure, hi.s quite colossal 


si'/e and showy 
uniform, I thought 


him 
the 
finest 
specimen 
ol 


manhood I ever 
beheld, and the 


most to be envied. I could never 
resemble him in appearance, but I be- 
lieve. I did have a presentiment for n 
moment that scrmc day I should occupy 
his place on review, although I had no 
intention then of remaining in the 
armv. 


"The next summer, Marl'.n Van Bu- 


ren, then President of the United States, 
vinited West Point and reviewed the 
cadets. 
But he did not impress me 


with the awe that Scott inspired. 
In 


fact, 1 regarded (it-ncra! Scott and Cap- 
tain C. A. Smith, the Commandant ol 
Cadets, as tlio two men most to be en- 
vied by the Nation. 
I was impatient 


to get" on my uniform and sec how it 
looked, besides probably wanting my 
old schoolmates, and particulai ly the 
giris, to see me in it 
«l!ut the conceit 


was knocked out of me by two little 
ciieiinislances that happened soon alter 
(he arrival of the clothes. 
:lnd which 


gave me a distaste for militarv uniform 
that 1 never recovered from.
